Your  Worship,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1959. 

Comments  on  the  vital  statistics  are  made  in  the  appropriate  parts  of 
the  report. 

I again  include  a small  appendix  giving  a brief  list  of  many  of  the 
services  connected  with  the  National  Health  Service  and  the  Welfare  and 
Children's  Section  of  the  County  Council. 

The  Council's  Slum  Clearance  programme  showed  steady  progress  with  the 
rehousing  of  some  occupants  of  the  New  Street  Clearance  Area,  and  at  the 
end  of  the  year  the  preliminary  inspections  of  the  second  post-war  clearance 
area  (Newtown)  were  nearing  completion.  This  area  contains  seme  200  of  the 
worst  properties  in  the  Borough,  and  its  removal  would  leave  a convenient 
site  for  redevelopment,  thus  eliminating  one  of  the  worst  congested  parts  of 
the  town. 

The  Ministry's  decision  to  include  Altrincham  in  a 'black  area* 
necessitated  the  submission  of  a five-year  programme  for  the  establishment 
of  Smoke  Control  Areas.  Although  this  programme  is  only  small  initially, 
one  hopes  that  within  the  not  too  distant  future  it  will  be  greatly  extended 
eventually  covering  the  whole  of  the  Borough, 

Once  again  I must  express  my  appreciation  of  the  interest  in  Health 
matters  shown  by  the  members  of  the  Committee,  and  place  on  record  my 
thanks  for  the  willing  and  efficient  service  given  by  all  members  of  the 
Department.

The  Borough  is  situated  in  the  northern  part  of  Mid-Cheshire  some  8 miles 
south  of  Manchester. 

The  total  population  in  accordance  with  the  Registrar  General’s  Estimate  is 
40,970. 


There  is  a considerable  industrial  area  containing  several  large  engineering 
works  of  world  wide  repute,  and  a number  of  smaller  concerns  and  factories, 
providing  employment  for  approximately  17,000. 

A fair  proportion  of  the  population  is  residential,  with  business  interests 
in  Manchester,  Salford  and  other  towns. 

The  main  shopping  centre  and  public  market  provide  facilities  for  a large 
number  of  people  from  adjoining  districts. 

The  public  market  is  held  on  Tuesday  and  Saturday  of  each  week  and  is  well 
petronised  by  shoppers  from  a very  wide  area . 

The  Municipality  provides  Public  Libraries  and  Public  Swimming  Baths.  There 
is  an  18  hole  Municipal  Golf  Course,  Tennis  Courts,  Recreation  Grounds  all  of 
which  provide  wide  open  spaces  in  the  Borough.

There  was  a decrease  of  forty-nine  live  births  as  compared  with  1958,  but 
the  birth  rate  remains  high  compared  with  the  early  years  of  the  1950’s. 


The  infant  mortality  is  well  below  that  of  the  figure  for  England  and  Wales, 
but,  as  can  be  seen  in  Table  XI,  this  rate  fluctuates  widely.  This  is  because 
of  tho  email  numbers  involved,  but  the  overall  average  has  remained  approximately 
around  20-25  which  compares  closely  with  the  rest  of  the  country.

Measles. 


This  year  the  main  incidence  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases  has  been  due 
to  measles.  This  diseese  has,  since  the  war,  followed  a biannual  pattern,  th© 
numbers  usually  rising  in  December  and  carrying  on  to  the  spring  of  the  following 
year. 

Poliomyelitis. 

There  were  no  cases  in  the  Altrincham  area,  I estimate  that  sane  9C Jo  of 
the  child  population  under  15  years  hove  been  protected  by  a course  of  three 
injections  of  poliomyelitis  vaccine.  In  addition,  by  the  end  of  the  year,  some 
30  - 4$  of  the  urrier  25  years  old  group  had  received  two  protective  inoculations. 

Whooping  Cough. 

The  second  highest  number  of  cases  was  due  to  whooping  cough.  The  cases 
generally  were  mild,  and  fortunately  the  mortality  fYom  this  condition  has  fallen 
considerably  since  the  war.  There  were  no  deaths. 

Dlptheria . 

The  obvious  comment  with  regard  to  Table  VI  is  that  diptheria  immunisation 
started  in  this  district  in  1941.  I estimate  that  sane  70  - 8($  of  children, 
under  the  age  of  5 years  are  protected  by  immunisation.  If  this  figure  remains 
there  is  only  a slight  risk  of  diptheria  occurring  and  virtually  no  risk  of  an 
outbreak  of  any  size.

Mr.  ffeyor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  submitting  my  third  Annual  Report  on  the  work 
of  the  Public  Health  Inspectorate  and  the  activities  of  the  Cleansing 
Service. 

Staff  shortages  up  to  the  month  of  June  again  rather  hindered  the  work 
of  the  Inspectorate,  but  this  was  greatly  relieved  by  the  temporary 
appointment  of  a retired  Public  Health  Inspector  - Mr.  F.  Humphries  - for 
duties  in  connection  with  slum  clearance;  and  later  the  permanent  appointment 
in  August  of  an  Additional  Inspector  - Mr.  A.  Simons. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  survey  of  the  Council's  second  post-war 
clearance  area  was  nearing  completion.  The  Newtown  Area  includes  some  200 
dwellinghouses  in  various  stages  of  decay. 

In  my  last  year's  report  I made  reference  to  the  implementation  of  the 
Clean  Air  Act,  1956,  with  regard  to  industrial  smoke.  Now  I would  like  to 
stress  the  important  problem  of  domestic  smoke.  Nearly  half  of  all  the  smoke 
in  the  atmosphere  is  produced  by  burning  coal  on  domestic  firegrates.  All 
smoke  is  unburnt  fuel,  and  therefore,  wasteful.  In  the  case  of  smoke  produced 
from  coal  burnt  on  domestic  grates  it  consists  of  carbon  or  soot  and  myriads  of 
more  dangerous  tiny  particles  of  tar  and  hydrocarbon.  The  more  minute  these . 
particles  are  the  more  dangerous  they  are  to  health.  Such  smoke  from  domestic 
chimneys  is  particularly  dangerous  because  it  is  discharged  at  such  a low  level 
and  contains  more  than  twenty  times  as  much  tar  and  hydrocarbons  as  smoke  from 
industrial  chimneys. 

The  degree  of  atmospheric  pollution  in  Altrincham  is  less  than  most  towns 
and  less  than  the  national  average,  but  is  sufficient  to  justify  the  Minister 
of  Housing  & Local  Government  designating  it  as  a "black  area"  and  asking  for 
the  Council  to  consider  the  smoke  problem  as  a whole,  and  submit  to  him  details 
of  a five-year  phased  programme  for  establishing  smoke  control  areas.  The 
Council,  at  the  time,  did  not  feel  that  they  were  able  to  specify  any  particular 
year  when  the  Borough  would  be  completely  smokeless,  but  submitted  a small 
phased  programme  for  the  first  five  years,  as  had  been  requested. 

In  conclusion,  I would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman,  Vice- 
Chairman  and  members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their  kind  co-operation; 
also  all  members  of  the  staff  for  their  continued  efficient  work  and  loyal  support.

The  above  coliform  bacteria  were  derived  from  "af ter  growths"  in  deposits 
in  mains.  On  the  same  days  that  the  44  samples  with  coli  were  taken,  107  other 
samples  were  also  taken  and  these  were  coli-free,  i.e,  excellent. 


The  water  supply  has  been  of  excellent  chemical  quality  and  very  satisfactory 
bacteriological  quality  throughout  the  year. 

Five  samples  of  water  were  taken  by  the  Department  for  bacteriological 
examination  and  were  all  found  to  be  satisfactory.  Numerous  complaints  were 
received  about  discoloured  water  during  December,  which  was  caused  by  disturbance 
in  the  mains  due  to  the  changeover  of  the  source  of  supply. 

PUBLIC  SWIMMING  BATHS. 

Nineteen  samples  of  the  swimming  baths  water  were  taken  for  bacteriological 
examination,  of  which  several  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory.  A full 
investigation  was  carried  out  and  it  was  found  that  all  the  unsatisfactory  samples 
were  taken  mid-morning  and  were  caused  by  insufficient  residual  chlorine.  The 
residual  chlorine  was  then  increased  and  all  subsequent  samples  proved  to  be 
satisfactory.

New  Street  Compulsory  Purchase  Order. 

Several  families  were  rehoused  from  this  Area  into  houses  becoming  available 
on  the  various  estates  as  re-lets.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  however,  there  were 
still  some  53  houses  standing,  44  of  which  were  occupied. 

Proposed  Newtown  Clearance  Area. 

Inspections  were  nearing  completion  of  the  200  houBes  in  this  Area  at  the 
close  of  the  year.  This  area  has  some  of  the  worst  slum  property  in  the  Borough, 
being  constructed  in  the  mid-19th  century.  Its  removal  and  the  redevelopment  of 
the  land  will  be  a great  step  towards  the  improvement  proposed  for  this  part  of 
the  town.

RODENT  CONTROL. 

The  Department’s  Rodent  Operator  makes  regular  inspections  within  the  Borough 
for  rodents. 

Dwellinghouses  are  treated  free,  but  a small  charge  is  made  for  business 
premises.  The  Council  decided  to  accept  the  principle  of  contracts  for  business 
premises,  and  during  the  year  twelve  contracts  were  made  with  various  business  and 
industrial  firms  to  the  value  of  £105. 

The  Rodent  Operator  also  carries  out  work  in  connection  with  the  destruction 
of  insect  pests,  and  work  to  the  value  of  £27  was  carried  out  during  the  year. 

The  sewers  in  the  Borough  are  treated  twice  yearly,  as  laid  down  by  the 
Ministry’s  requirements.  This  work  is  carried  out  in  conjunction  with  the 
Borough  Surveyor’s  Department.

It  must  be  admitted  that  this  Programme  is  only  small  in  comparison  with  some 
of  the  authorities  in  the  adjoining  districts,  but  I do  feel  that  it  is  better  to 
approach  this  matter  cautiously,  taking  into  account  all  the  problems  involved, 
and  at  the  same  time  gaining  experience  in  the  operation  of  these  small  Areas, 
than  being  too  ambitious;  and  ultimately  I am  sure  that  this  Authority  will  not 
fall  far  short  of  the  authorities  who,  at  the  present  time,  have  much  larger 
programmes. 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Public  Health  Committee,  the  Council  agreed  to 
the  proposal  that  when  firegrates  are  replaced  in  existing  Corporation  houses, 
whether  by  themselves  or  by  the  occupiers,  they  should  be  of  approved  type  with 
gas  ignition.  During  the  year  16  of  these  grates  were  installed. 

In  the  course  of  the  year  27  smoke  observations  were  taken,  and  arising  from 
these  2 informal  Notices  were  served.  A difficulty  was  experienced  with  one 
industrial  concern  with  premises  in  the  centre  of  the  town  who  had  been  canvassed 
by  a firm  who  dealt  in  second-hand  under-feed  stokers,  and  persuaded  them  to  change 
over  from  coke  to  coal.  Various  breakdowns  followed,  causing  considerable  smoke 
nuisance,  and  in  fact,  when  the  repairs  had  been  effected  there  was  still  some 
nuisance,  and  the  Council  decided  that  a Notice  should  be  served  under  Section  16 
of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956,  This  firm  has  now  been  taken  over  by  new  owners,  and 
an  oil-fired  boiler  has  been  installed,  since  which  time  no  further  nuisance  has 
been  reported. 

One  application  was  received  for  a Certificate  of  Temporary  Exemption  from 
Section  1 of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956. 

MEASUREMENT  OF  ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION. 

The  Council  is  a member  of  the  Standing  Conference  of  Local  Authorities  on 
Air  Pollution  (Region  South-West  from  Manchester)  who  arrange  for  the  collection 
of  samples  from  the  various  instruments  situated  in  the  districts  of  the 
participating  authorities. 

Three  standard  deposit  gauges  and  three  lead  peroxide  instruments  are  in 
operation  at  various  sites.  The  deposit  gauges  are  used  to  collect  deposits  of 
grit,  dust  and  other  particles  from  which  is  calculated  the  amount  of  matter 
deposited  in  tons  per  square  mile. 
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The  lead  peroxide  instruments  are  used  to  calculate  the  amount  of  sulphur 
dioxide  present  in  the  atmosphere.

FOOD  HYGIENE  REGULATIONS. 


The  Baths  and  Markets  Committee,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Public  Health 
Committee,  carried  out  during  the  year  the  reorganisation  of  the  food  stalls  in 
the  glass-covered  section  of  the  market.  This  has  had  the  effect  of  bringing 
together  all  the  food  stalls  along  one  side  of  the  market  and  several  occupiers  of 
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the  open  food  stalls  have  provided  themselves  with  fixtures  and  fittings  which 
have  greatly  improved  both  the  standard  of  food  hygiene,  as  well  as  the 
appearance  and  display  of  their  goods.

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PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 


Refuse  Collection. 

Refuse  collection  once  again  was  continued  on  a weekly  basis  throughout  the 
year,  with  slight  exceptions  during  the  holiday  periods.  The  reorganisation  of 
the  refuse  collection  rounds,  which  took  place  towards  the  end  of  the  previous 
year,  has  proved  a great  success.  This  was  helped  by  the  introduction  of  the 
5-day  working  week.  Running  costs  were  kept  to  a minimum,  and  a fair  time  has 
now  elapsed  since  the  introduction  of  the  two  diesel  refuse  collection  vehicles 
which  has  given  me  an  opportunity  to  assess  the  manufacturer's  claims. 

I am  quite  satisfied  with  the  fuel  consumption  of  these  vehicles,  i.e. 

9.40  miles  per  gallon,  as  compared  with  petrol  - 4.64  miles  per  gallon. 

During  the  year  a new  3-ton  Bedford  diesel  truck  was  purchased  for  collection 
of  trade  waste,  etc.,  and  the  other  Bedford,  which  is  now  five  years  old,  was 
repainted  and  put  on  waste-paper  collection. 

The  efficiency  of  the  Department  has  also  been  increased  by  the  acquisition 
of  the  five-cwt.  Thames  van.  A further  refuse  collection  vehicle  was  also 
painted  during  the  year,  and  I am  of  the  opinion  that  painting  should  take  place 
every  three  years  in  order  to  ensure  a well-maintained  fleet  of  vehicles.

Refuse  Disposal . 

This  continues  by  controlled  tipping  on  land  at  the  Council’s  Sinderland 
Road  Sewage  Works.  The  introduction  of  an  Angled ozer  last  year  has  greatly 
helped  to  keep  costs  to  a minimum.  However,  maintenance  costs  of  such  heavy 
earth  moving  equipment  are  unavoidably  heavy  and  care  should  be  taken  not  to 
compare  these  maintenance  costs  with  other  types  of  vehicles.  This  should  be 
borne  in  mind  particularly  when  Estimates  are  prepared. 


Salvage. 

Once  again  I am  pleased  to  report  that  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the 
total  amount  of  salvage  collected  - from  432  tons  to  521  tons  over  last  year,  with 
a resultant  increase  in  income  of  £573.  11.  2d.,  mainly  accounted  for  by  increased 
paper  collection  from  business  premises.  This  improved  output  was  achieved 

without  any  increase  in  labour  and  with  no  increase  in  the  market  value  of  waste 
paper.

PUBLIC  MORTUARY. 

The  public  mortuary  is  situated  in  the  yard  at  the  rear  of  the  Town  Hall, 
and,  although  this  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Department,  it  is  mainly  used  on 
instructions  from  the  County  Police.  During  the  year  it  was  used  on  63  occasions 
for  the  reception  of  bodies,  the  deaths  having  resulted  from  the  following  causes  >-
